Theſe -Conſiderations, Sir, have 
made me proud of this Occaſion, of replying te 
your obliging Letter, in the manner you detire, 
For as Scandal was your Occupation here above, 
vou, like Vintners and Bawds, living on the Sins of 
the Times; ſo a ſhort impartial Account of the 
preſent State of Iniquity and Folly, cannot be diſ-

Poetry was the Vehicle that conveyed all your 
Scandal to the Town, and I being converſant about 
the Skirts of that Art, my Scandal muſt dwell 
chicfly thereabouts; not omitting that ſcantling of 
338 Scandal of the Town, that is eome to my 
nowledge; for yon muſt know, ſince your death,

This Deficiency of 
Satyr is not from a ſcarcity of Vices, which-abound 
more than ever, or Follies more numerous than in 
your time, but from a meer Impotence of Malice, 
which tho as general as ever, confines it ſelt to 
Piſcourſe; and Railing is its utmoſt Effort, de- 
Faming over one Bottle, thoſe they careſs over 
another. Every Man abuſes his Friend behind his 
Back; and no Man ever takes notice of it, but does 
the ſame thing in his Turn: And fer Sincerity, 
Women have as much: The Women grow: greater 
Hypecrites than ever, lewder in their Chamber 
Practioe, and more formal in Publiok ; the rail at 
the Vices they indulge ; they forſake pabliok Di. 
werſions, as Plays, Oc. to. gain the Reputation of 
'Yirtne, to give a greater ſe to the domeſtick 
Diverſions ofia Bottle and Gallant; and ' Hypoerily 
heightens their Pleaſures. The Mode now is not 
as of ald, in all amerous Enceunters, every ag 
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to his Woman, but like Nuns in a Cloyſter, every 
Female has her Privado of her own Sex; and the 
koneſter part of Men, muſt either fall in with the 
modiſh Vice, or live chaſtly; to both which I find 
a great many extreamly averſe. There has a ter- 
rible Enemy aroſe to the Stage, an abdicated Di- 
vine, who when he had eſcaped the Pillory for 
edition, and Reforming the State, ſet up for the 
Reſermation of the Stage. The Event was. admi- 
rable, Fanzticks preſented the Nonjuror, and Miſers 
and Extortioners gave him bountiful Rewards; ono 
grave Citizen, that had found the Character too of- 
ten on the Stage, and famous for the Ruin of ſome 
hundreds of poor under-Tradeſmens Families, laid 
out Threeſcore Pounds in the Impreftion, to di- 
ſtribute among the Saints, that are zealous for God 
and Mammon at the ſame time : Bullies and Re- 
pnblicans quarrell'd for the Paſſive Obedience Spark , 
grave Divines extoll'd his Wit, and Atheiſts his Re- 
ligion ; the Fanaticks his Honeſty, the Hypocrite 
his Zeal, and the Ladies were of his fide, becauſe 
he was for ſubmittine to Forte. There is yet a rente 
Miſchief befall'n the Stage; here are Societies ſet 
up for Reformation of Manners; Troops of Iuf or mers, 
who are maintain d by Perjury, ſerge God for Gain, 
and ferret out Whores for Subſiſtende. This noble 
Society conſiſts of Divines of both Churches, Fa- 
natick as well as Orthodox Saints and Sinners, 
Knights of the Poſt, and Knights of the Elbow, 
and they are not more unanimous againſt Immo.
